4. Claims 1-67 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 91, 96-1 17, 122-129 and 
141-143 of copending Application No. 09/083,793, for reasons of record. 

Claims 1-67 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 91-93, 97-100 and 102-128 
of copending Application No. 09/424,628, for reasons of record. 

Claims 1-67 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4, 42, 44-50, 55-61, 74, 
77-79 and 81-94 of copending Application No. 09/733,692, for reasons of record.
